THE SCHOOL-BOOK QUESTION. 


AN opinion has been delivered in the District 
Court of Minnesota, General Term, in the case 
of Joseph Curryer vs. D. D. Merrill, which was 
an application for an injunction against Mr. 
Merrill’s contract. The case was argued before 
Judges Willkin, Brill, and Simons, and the 
opinion of the Court delivered orally: 

With reference to the policy of this law, the 
Court cannot consider that or the wisdom of 
it. The Legislature is the proper body to con- 
sider the wisdom of acts over which it has 
power to legislate. The first question is as to 
the repeal of this act by the new school code 
passed five days after the text-book. bill, and 
we are of the opinion there is no such incon- 
sistency in the two acts as to repeal this. Im- 
plied repeals are not favored. With reference 
to its uniformity, we are of the opinion that 


this is of such a general nature, though it may |

regulation under the power in the constitution 
to establish and regulate common schools. As 
to its being an act for the raising of revenue, 
we do not think that that is its purpose, though 
it may incidentally have that effect, but its pur- 
pose is the regulation of schools.

The State has 
full power to prescribe the conditions of at- 
tendance upon common schools and the text- 
books to be used. Neither is the law an 
infringement of the rights of free schools or a 
misappropriation of funds. Mr. Bell argued 
that the contract was not within the terms of 
the act, but the Court thinks differently, and so 
decides, 

All the points raised by the counsel were 
Overruled by the Court, the demurrer sustained, 
and the law declared right and constitutional.

PUBLISHERS’ CATALOGUES. 


THE grouping of publishers’ catalogues in 
the Trade-List Annual and the comparisons of 
relative usefulness necessarily made (especial- 
ly expressed in the answers to Prize Questions 
Nos. 6 and 8, printed in the WEEKLY of April 
29th and May 27th, 1876), have already led to a 
considerable improvement in trade catalogues 
and a more general approach to uniformity 
after the best type. Since that time, the Confer- 
ence of Librarians has been held, and there 
has been mnch light thrown on the subject of 
cataloguing from their point of view. There 
is good reason to hope that the near future 
may see a general agreement among librarians 
and throughout the trade in certain points 
which it is desirable to have fixed,-which will 
be equally beneficial to publisher, bookseller, 
bookbuyer, librarian, and reader. It seems at 
first sight a very small matter to make a great 
fuss about, but when the minutes now lost by the 
diversity, complexity, and other defects of cata- 
logue entries are added up, it is easily seen 
that a serious amount of time and of working 
power, that is, of money, is lost in the long run 
to every one who has to do with books. 

We are not yet in sight of the millennium, 
and it is to be doubted whether, even in the 
millennium, every body will think and catalogue 
alike. But it is desirable that there should be 
an approximate agreement on quite a number 
of points, which will not interfere with the 
highest usefulness of any one catalogue for the 
especial purpose which it is individually meant 
to serve. We desire to call attention to the 
matter now, so that those publishers who are 
preparing new catalogues, in view of the Trade- 
List Annual for 1877, may make them of the 
best sort. In this connection, we would call 
the attention of publishers to the repeated ex- 
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[Wo. 275, 
pressions of the trade as to the importance 
of good cataloguing, and especially to a letter 
which we are permitted to quote, in advance 
of publication, from the April number of the 
Library Fournal. A prominent librarian writes: 

“I have just deposited in my waste-paper basket a large 
and doubtless valuable assortment of publishers’ and book- 
sellers’ catalogues unread, and it occurs to me that it 
would pay the authors of trade and sale catalogues to save 
their publications from such a fate, by conforming to the 
ordinary rules of library cataloguing, and entering books 
under the name of the author If my experience 
is that of others, I can say that a librarian’s time can 
always be put to better use than in wandering among 
shapeless, formless, and lawless catalogues, in which one 
half of the titles are under the name of the author, one 
fourth under the name of the subject, and the remainder 
under a heading dictated merely by the fancy of the com- 
piler. As a step towards bringing the libraries and the 
trade closer together, I will ask you to call the attention of 
the trade to this matter.”’ 


This is also the experience of the trade over 
poor catalogues, and the sale of many a book 
is lost because of them. Of course the library 
catalogue and the trade catalogue are for two 
different purposes, and the experience of the 
latter has shown that a classified catalogue 
with alphabetical index is better for their prac- 
tical use than the favorite dictionary catalogue 
of the librarian. But an approximation to 
uniformity in the trade, and, next, a uniformity 
on all possible points between the trade and 
the library profession, are decidedly needed. 
As the librarians push forward their present 
plan of co-operative work, many points hither- 
to doubtful will be decided by them usefully 
to the trade, and we commend to publishers 
the various discussions of these matters current 
in the Library Fournal, particularly the report 
on co-operative cataloguing in the number for 
January, pp. 170 e¢ seg. There are a few 
minor points of difference in the order of entry 
of the particulars of a book between their pro- 
posed system and that set forth in the sum- 
mary of a model trade catalogue given in the 
WEEKLY last year (p. 557, April 2gth), but 
these are but minor points, and will ultimately 
be harmonized. 

Our main purpose just now is to suggest to 
publishers the importance of studying the 
question of cataloguing, and of preparing for 
the coming Annual the best catalogue that 
they can, for which it may safely be said that 
the WEEKLY schedule, before referred to, 
presents the model—an octavo catalogue, at 
ranged under classes alphabetically by authors, 
with finding-list index at the close.

JAMES M. CAMPBELL. 


Mr. James M. CAMPBELL, a_ well-known 
citizen of Philadelphia, died at his late resi- 
dence on Wednesday last, aged 77 years. He 
was born in that city, and was at one time em- 
ployed inthe publishing business. He was a 
grandson of Robert Aitken, the publisher of the 
first Bible in Pennsylvania printed in the 
English language. At one time he visited 
Europe, and introduced there a well-known 
history of the North American Indians. Some 
thirty years since he published a very popular 
edition of D’Aubigne’s History of the Refor- 
mation.
